THE CONGRESS OF PEACE ASSOCIATION OF TURKEY 


The first General Congress of the Peace Association of Turkey was held 
on the 5th of March. In this forum the peace forces of Turkey adopted 
important decisions concerning the strengthening of the struggle against the 
NATO-incited arms drive efforts to produce weapons of mass destruction like 
the neutron bomb, and attempts to sabotage peace in our region and in the 
Balkans. The Congress stressed that peace will be ensured by a unity of 
strength and action of all patriotic, progressive forces and all those opposed to 
the aggressive policy of impenalism. 

In his speech on the activities and duties of the Peace Association, its 
President, Dikerdem, stressed that the struggle for peace cannot be separated 
from the struggle against imperialism, fascism and racism. He emphasised that 
the peace forces must wage a more effective struggle against the fascist escala- 
tion in our country. 

In their speeches, delegates and guests of the Congress stressed that the 
peace movement must attain a higher level in a country which is tied to 
impenialisms aggressive organisation, NATO, and which hosts bases on its 
land — in a country like Turkey. The speakers pointed out that war 
provocations and hostility to the socialist countries are identical with reaction. 
They demanded that friendship and solidarity between the peoples of Turkey, 
Greece and Cyprus be protected and strengthened. They emphasised that the 
struggle for peace is closely bound with the struggle for our national independ- 
ence, interests and security. 

In the General Congress it was unanimously decided to actively 
participate in the May Day workers“ holiday and to intensify activites to 
expose the forces behind the bloody attack on 1 May 1977. It was also 
unanimously decided to step up actions against American efforts to store 
neutron bombs in member-countries of NATO or in countries dominated by 
NATO, and to publish a central organ in order to popularise the peace struggle.

CELEBRATION OF 8TH OF MARCH, INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S DAY 
8th of March, International Women's Day, was celebrated with marches 
in istanbul, Arik àra; Bursa, izmir and other cities in Turkey. During Inte ma- 
tional Women's Day Weck“, 4-11 March, there were mass meetings and forums 
which discussed ‘the social-economic and legal problems of working women. 
They ‘discussed questions of concern to millions of working women questions 
like the place of Women in the struggle against imperialism, the fascist escala- 
tion and violent attacks and the defence of women's nghts. In a statement 
made on the occasion of International Women's Day, the day of friend ship 
and solidanty of the women of the world, the President of the Progressive 
Women's Association (IKD), Beria Onger, said that "Everywhere from Edirne 
to Diyarbakir working women are raising their voices. They are saying No 
passage to fascism!" 8th of March 1978 must be a turning point for millions 
of women to accelerate our efforts tó contribute to the democrati¢é struggle.

194 9 no} sic at N Bodi a 
During the Ath to 11th of March, IKD organised meetings, demonstra 
tions and marches in more than 30 cities, towns and villages. These were 
joined by trade unions, progressive organisations and professional associations. 
The Maden-ts (Metal Workers Union) celebration of International Women's 
Day showed that the progressive women's movement is advancing on the road 
of the working class. This celebration called for the strengthening of solidarity 
with the social, political and economic struggle of Women 
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On the 9th of March, two youths were killed in Bursa and Izmir. Many youths 
were wounded in commando attacks in Adana, Eskisehir, Urfa and Malatya. 

In varous Gties, investigation exposed that the bloody attacks were 
executed by the Nationalist Action Party (NAP) and its youth wing, the 
Ülkü Ocakları. In Kayseri, 9 members of Ülkü Ocakları were arrested during 
armed training. The President of the Bursa Ūlkü Ocakları has been charged 
with the murder of a revolutionary student. Numerous pistols and machine 
guns were found in Ülkü Ocakları establishments in many cities and in centres 
of MISK, the NAP fascist trade-union confederation. Lists of progressive 
students designated to be murdered were found in many places The 
newspaper "Politika" published documents which show that the NAP 
president, Türkeş, and his partners were agents of Hitler. The Secret Reich 
Document“ proves that Türkeş actively cooperated with Hitleri te fascists 

All these show that after the downfall of the Demirel coalition the 
reactionary-fascist forces have become even more frenzied and more violent 
in their bloody attacks. The Communist Party of Turkey is stressing the 
necessity to take decisive measures to put an end to these attacks. The 
Nationalist Action Party and the Ülkü Ocakları under its control must be 
shut down, the source of the fascist attacks destroyed. The government must 
take heed of the struggle and the demands of the working class the broad 
working masses, the trade unions and progressive organisations. It must take 
concrete actions to end the bloody attacks.
